Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the amendments to the specification and claim 6 
if entered, would overcome the objections. However the response argues that Tominaga et al do not teach the use of a plurality of different 
probes. Tominaga et al explictly teach the use of different oligonculeotides (see first paragraph of Results section). Moreover, the 
response argues that there is no motivation to combine either Takarada et al and Matson et al. Takarada et al's teaching of reducing non 
specific hybridization would favor Tominaga et al's probe binding and Matson et al's teaching of different probe synthesis in mutliwell 
plates would provide the advantage of constructing directly different probes into the wells as taught by Tominaga. The advantages and 
motivations would clearly lead one of ordinary skill to combine the secondary reference to the Tominaga et al's teachings. 
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
